How he handled the Widow's Friends and Ser- 


vants you have heard already; it was however 


equal to the Juſtice and Candour of all their other 
Proceedings, and help'd to furniſh half the Block- 
heads in Town of that Party, with Matter to 
nold an Argument. Some drew the whole Rig- 


maro into a kind of uſefal Common Place, for 


the greater Eaſe to their Memories; and eve-

Bob had half a Dozen of theſe Fellows at his 
Beck, who hated him heartily, but for the 
Bread they receiv*d out of the Widow's Basket.

Theſe Tools, as infamous as they were, an- 
ſwer'd the Ends they were employ'd on; the 
Mob eſpecially, and the moſt unthinking and 
injudicious People, were taken by the Ears, and 
liſtened to them with great Attention, and by 
ſuch Mountebank Methods, the Credit of their 
Proceedings at the Iun was wholly ſupported.

The Widow, poor Woman, they kept up in 
her Chamber, and perſuaded her, that her ap- 
pearing below Stairs might be prejudicial to 
her Health, and that every thing went on well, 
and her Cuftomers appeared all very much pleaſ- 
ed with their Entertainment: So that ſhe ſel- 
dom came into the Bar, unleſs now and then

Solitary and Diſconſolate ; our Credit ſunk, 
our Trade cramp'd and ruin'd; the Country 
beggard; and the INN in the Hands of a Set 
of Arbitrary Fellows, that drove on Fehu like 
to our Deſtruction; our Friends affronted and

This faid, ſhe turn'd about, and with 
a Sigh breath'd out her Soul to him that gave it, 

Were theſe Fellows capable of Correction, 
ſure this would have ſome Effect on them: But 
I defpair of ever ſeeing them ſhew the leaſt 
Signs of Grace and Repentance. 

You have heard how they would have inſinu- 
ated themſelves into Mr. WRIG H7”s Favour, 
and what a fawning and cringing they us'd at 
firſt; but when they ſaw he was not to be ca- 
jol'd, and made a very juſt Diſtinction of their 
Proceedings toward him, by clearing the Houſe 
of them; they preſently chang'd their Notes, 
aad are forming a Cabal againſt his Conduct.
